COURSES   OF  ADVANCED  STUDY  AND   RESEARCH. 

Graduates  of  other  Universities  who  comply  with  the  follow- 
ing requirements  may  be  admitted  to  the  University  of  Cam- 
bridge as  "Advanced  Students,"  and  are  thereby  placed  on  a 
footing  different  from  that  of  ordinary  undergraduates.  They 
may  for  one  or  more  Terms  pursue  courses  of  advanced  study  or 
research,  literary  or  scientific,  under  the  direction  of  the  Uni- 
versity teachers,  without  following  the  usual  courses  of  study  and 
examinations  required  for  the  degrees  of  the  University.  They 
may  become  members  of  certain  Colleges  without  fulfilling  the 
same  conditions  as  are  imposed  on  junior  students,  and  their 
collegiate  status  is  assimilated  to  that  of  students  who  have  taken 
their  first  degree  in  the  University. 

Advanced  Students  who  desire  to  obtain  a  Certificate  testifying 
to  their  proficiency  in  research,  or  to  proceed  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  (B.A.)  or  Bachelor  of  Law  (LL.B.),  are  enabled 
to  do  so  under  special  conditions.  They  are  exempted  from 
the  Previous  Examination  in  classics,  mathematics,  etc.,  which 
is  usually  passed  by  other  candidates  in  their  first  Term  of 
residence.  They  may  obtain  the  Certificate  of  Research  after 
residing  for  three  Terms  (one  academical  year),  and  when  they 
have  completed  six  Terms'  residence  they  are  admissible  to  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Advanced  Students  who  do  not 
pursue  a  course  of  research  may  in  their  third  or  some  subsequent 
Term  of  residence  become  candidates  for  certain  parts  (see  p.  16) 
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of  the  Tripos  (Honour)  Examinations,  and  having  satisfied  the 
Examiners  are,  after  residence  for  six  Terms  in  all,  admissible  to 
the  degree  of  B.A.  or  LL.B.  as  the  case  may  be.  It  is  not 
required  that  the  six  Terms  should  be  consecutive.  Having  been 
admitted  to  one  of  these  degrees,  they  may  proceed  to  higher 
degrees  under  the  same  conditions  as  other  students  (p.  16). 

The  University  Regulations  for  Advanced  Students  are  given 
below,  and  are  followed  by  explanations  and  suggestions  which 
may  be  useful  to  persons  unfamiliar  with  the  usages  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Cambridge.  The  article  in  Meyer's  Konversations- 
Lexikon,  4th  edition,  vol.  xix.  (1892)  pages  134 — 140,  contains  a 
good  account  of  the  University  and  College  system. 


REGULATIONS. 


Admission  as  Advanced  Students  of  persons  who  are 
NOT  already  Members  of  the  University. 

1.  Application  for  admission  as  Advanced  Students  shall 
be  made  to  the  Registrary. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  an  Advanced  Student 
who  has  not  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

2.  Each  application  shall  be  accompanied  by 

i.  a  diploma  or  other  certificate  of  graduation  at  a 
University ; 

ii.  a  statement  as  to  the  course  or  courses  of  (a)  ad- 
vanced study  or  (6)  research  which  the  applicant  desires  to 
pursue,  together  with  such  evidence  of  qualification,  attain- 
ments, and  previous  study  as  he  may  be  able  to  submit ; 

iii.  a  certificate  or  declaration  that  the  applicant  has 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 


3.  In  exceptional  cases  persons  who  do  not  present  a 
diploma  or  certificate  of  graduation  may  be  admitted  as  Ad- 
vanced Students,  provided  they  give  such  evidence  of  special 
qualification  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Degree  Committee 
of  the  Special  Board  of  Studies  with  which  the  proposed 
course  of  advanced  study  or  research  is  most  nearly  con- 
nected. 

4.  Applications  shall,  in  general,  be  submitted  not  later 
than  the  first  day  of  October  in  the  academic  year  in  which 
the  applicant  proposes  to  begin  his  course.  But  the  autho- 
rities specified  in  Regulation  5  shall  have  power  to  consider 
applications  submitted  at  other  times. 

5.  The  Registrary  shall  forthwith  communicate  each 
application  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Board  of  Studies 
with  which  the  proposed  course  of  advanced  study  or  research 
appears  to  be  most  nearly  connected. 

Applications  for  admission  to  courses  of  advanced  study 
shall  be  considered  and  decided  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Special  Board. 

Applications  for  admission  to  courses  of  research,  and 
exceptional  applications  under  Regulation  3,  shall  be  con- 
sidered and  decided  by  the  Degree  Committee  of  the  Special 
Board. 

6.  The  application  shall  not  be  granted  unless  it  shall 
appear 

i.  that  the  course  or  courses  of  advanced  study  or 
research  can  conveniently  be  pursued  within  the  University; 
and 

ii.  that  the  applicant  has  produced  adequate  evidence 
that  he  is  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  proposed  course  or 
courses. 

7.  When  the  application  has  been  decided,  the  Chair-

man  shall  inform  the  Registrary  of  the  decision ;  and  the 
Registrary  shall  inform  the  applicant. 

8.  Before  a  person  is  admitted  as  an  Advanced  Student, 
he  shall  become  a  Member  of  a  College  or  Hostel,  or  a  Non- 
Collegiate  Student.  He  shall  not  be  allowed  to  count  any 
term  before  that  in  which  he  has  matriculated,  unless  he  has 
satisfied  the  Council  of  the  Senate  that  his  matriculation 
had  been  deferred  for  grave  and  sufficient  cause. 

Courses  of  Advanced  Study. 

9.  An  Advanced  Student,  who  has  kept  two  terms  by 
residence,  may  in  his  third  term  of  residence  or  in  any  sub- 
sequent term  become  a  candidate  for  any  of  such  Tripos 
Examinations  or  Parts  of  Tripos  Examinations  as  shall  have 
been  opened  to  Advanced  Students  under  the  provisions 
hereinafter  contained. 

The  name  of  every  such  candidate  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Registrary  by  the  Prselector  of  his  College  or  Hostel,  or  by 
the  Censor  of  Non-Collegiate  Students,  as  the  case  may  be, 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  names  of 
other  candidates;  but  a  mark  shall  be  added  to  his  name 
showing  that  he  is  an  Advanced  Student. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Special  Board  of  Studies 
from  time  to  time  to  consider  whether  the  Tripos  Examina- 
tion or  a  Part  only  of  the  Tripos  Examination  with  which 
that  Board  is  connected  shall  be  open  to  Advanced  Students, 
and  also  what  standard  in  the  Examination  must  be  attained 
by  an  Advanced  Student  in  order  that  his  name  may  be 
included  in  the  list  mentioned  in  the  next  Regulation ;  and 
their  recommendation  after  approval  by  the  General  Board 
of  Studies  shall  be  submitted  for  adoption  by  Grace  of  the 
Senate. 
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In  cases  where  two  or  more  Special  Boards  are  connected 
with  a  Tripos  Examination,  the  duty  prescribed  by  this 
Regulation  shall  be  performed  by  such  Boards  in  joint 
meeting  assembled. 

11.  The  names  of  such  Advanced  Students  as  satisfy 
the  Examiners  that  they  have  attained  the  required  standard 
in  the  Examination  shall  be  placed  in  alphabetical  order  on 
a  List,  written  or  printed,  signed  by  all  the  Examiners  and 
distinct  from  the  Tripos  List,  which  shall  be  regarded  as 
the  authoritative  list,  and  shall  be  preserved  in  the  Registry. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Examiners  shall  send  both  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  to  the  Registrary  a  printed  copy  certified  by 
him  to  be  a  correct  copy  of  the  authoritative  list. 

12.  An  Advanced  Student  who  has  satisfied  the  Ex- 
aminers as  prescribed  in  Regulation  11  shall  be  qualified  to 
enter  upon  a  course  of  research,  provided  that  the  subject  of 
his  research  be  approved  by  the  Degree  Committee  of  one  of 
the  Special  Boards. 

13.  An  Advanced  Student  who  has  satisfied  the  Ex- 
aminers as  prescribed  in  Regulation  11  and  has  kept  by 
residence  at  least  six  terms  shall  be  entitled  to  proceed  to 
the  Degree  of  B.A.,  and  thereafter  under  the  usual  condi- 
tions to  the  Degree  of  M.A.  and  to  other  Degrees  in  the 
University. 

14.  An  Advanced  Student  who  has  satisfied  the  Ex- 
aminers in  the  Law  Tripos  as  prescribed  in  Regulation  11 
and  has  kept  by  residence  at  least  six  terms  shall  also  be 
entitled  tq  proceed  to  the  Degree  of  LL.B.,  and  thereafter 
under  the  usual  conditions  to  the  Degree  of  LL.M.  and  to 
other  Degrees  in  the  University. 


1—5 
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Courses  of  Research. 

15.  An  Advanced  Student  who  has  been  admitted  to  a 
course  of  research  shall  pursue  that  course  under  such  direc- 
tion and  supervision  and  under  such  other  conditions  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Degree  Committee. 

16.  An  Advanced  Student,  who  has  kept  two  terms  by 
residence,  may  in  his  third  term  of  residence  or  in  any  sub- 
sequent term  submit  to  the  Degree  Committee,  not  later 
than  the  division  of  the  term,  a  dissertation  containing  an 
account  of  and  embodying  the  results  of  his  research.  The 
dissertation  shall  be  referred  to  one  or  more  persons  ap- 
pointed by  the  Committee,  who  shall  have  power  to  examine 
the  Student  orally  or  otherwise  upon  the  subject  thereof  and 
shall  report  thereon  to  the  Committee.  Each  of  the  persons 
so  appointed  shall  receive  a  fee  of  two  guineas  from  the 
University  Chest. 

The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  take  into  considera- 
tion together  with  the  dissertation  any  memoir  or  work 
published  by  the  Student  which  he  may  desire  to  submit  to 
them. 

17.  If  the  Degree  Committee  be  of  opinion  that  the 
work  submitted  by  the  Student  is  of  distinction  as  an 
original  contribution  to  learning  or  as  a  record  of  original 
research,  they  shall  draw  up  a  statement  to  this  effect,  in- 
dicating therein  the  subject  or  subjects  of  the  Student's 
research. 

18.  The  statement  drawn  up  by  the  Degree  Committee 
shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Chairman  to  the  Registrary,  who 
shall  embody  it  in  a  Certificate  of  Research  in  a  form  ap- 
proved by  the  General  Board  of  Studies.  No  such  Certificate 
shall  be  granted  unless  and  until  three  terms  have  been  kept 
by  residence. 
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Each  candidate  before  receiving  his  Certificate  of  Re- 
search shall  deposit  in  the  University  Library  a  copy  of  his 
dissertation  in  a  form  approved  by  the  Degree  Committee. 

19.  A  Student  who  has  obtained  a  Certificate  of  Re- 
search and  has  kept  by  residence  at  least  six  terms  shall  be 
entitled  to  proceed  to  the  Degree  of  B.A.,  and  thereafter 
under  the  usual  conditions  to  the  Degree  of  M.A.  and  to 
other  Degrees  in  the  University. 


EXPLANATIONS  AND  SUGGESTIONS. 

[The  numbers  refer  to  the  foregoing  Regulations. '\ 

1.  In  Cambridge  all  students  who  have  not  taken  one  of 
the  higher  degrees  in  the  University  are  deemed  to  be  in  statu 
pupillari,  and  must  be  members  of  some  College  or  Hostel,  or  of 
the  body  of  Non-collegiate  Students.  In  the  case  of  a  College  or 
Public  Hostel  the  Tutor,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Non-collegiate 
body  the  Censor,  generally  directs  the  student's  procedure,  and 
acts  officially  for  him  in  relation  to  the  University.  Applicants 
for  admission  as  Advanced  Students  will  therefore  in  general 
find  it  convenient  to  communicate  in  the  first  instance  with 
one  of  the  College  Tutors,  or  with  the  Censor  of  Non-collegiate 
Students,  who  will  see  that  his  papers  are  in  order  and  transmit 
them  to  the  proper  quarter  (see  8,  p.  14).

2.  ii.     The  applicant  should  state  clearly  whether  he  desires 
to  pursue  (a)  a  course  of  advanced  study,  or 
(b)  a  course  of  research. 
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The  course  of  advanced  study  may  or  may  not  be  such  as  to 
qualify  him  for  passing  one  of  the  Tripos  (Honour)  Examinations. 
The  course  of  research  may  or  may  not  be  pursued  with  a  view  to 
the  acquisition  of  the  University  Certificate. 

As  "evidence  of  qualification,  attainments,  and  previous 
study,"  a  statement  should  be  sent  of  the  applicant's  previous 
University  course,  the  subjects  in  which  he  was  examined  for  his 
degree,  and  the  researches  (if  any)  on  which  he  has  already  been 
engaged;  together  with  copies  of  such  contributions  to  science  or 
learning  as  he  may  already  have  published,  and  such  testimonials 
from  his  previous  teachers  or  others  acquainted  with  his  character 
and  attainments  as  he  is  able  to  submit. 

iii.  An  official  certificate  of  the  date  of  birth  or  a  duly 
attested  declaration  of  the  applicant's  actual  age  should  be  sent. 

3,  This  Regulation  has  reference  to  persons  who  are  not 
graduates  of  any  University.  In  their  case  very  clear  evidence 
of  "special  qualification"  will  be  required.  A  detailed  statement 
of  the  exceptional  circumstances  urged  in  support  of  the  applica- 
tion, and  of  the  applicant's  previous  course  of  study  or  research, 
should  be  sent  to  the  Registrary  for  submission  to  the  Degree 
Committee.

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The  applicant  should  indicate  with  which  of  these  depart- 
ments his  proposed  course  of  study  or  of  research  is  most  nearly 
connected. 

The  Degree  Committee  consists  of  the  Professors  and 
Readers  in  the  department  of  study  with  which  the  Special 
Board  is  concerned,  together  with  certain  elected  members. 

4.  The  Academical  Year  begins  on  the  first  day  of  October. 
The  University  Terms  are  the  Michaelmas  Term  (from  1  October 
to  19  December),  Lent  Term,  (from  8  January  to  Thursday  before 
Easter  at  latest),  and  Easter  Term  (from  Tuesday  after  Easter  at 
earliest  to  24  June).  Full  Term^  during  which  lectures  are  given 
and  residence  is  usually  kept,  extends  over  three-quarters  of  the 
Term  in  each  case,  beginning  a  few  days  after  the  first  day 
of  the  Term.  The  Long  Vacation  extends  from  24  June 
to  1  October;  but  many  students  reside  for  study  or  research 
during  July  and  August. 

To  keep  a  Term  by  residence  a  student  must  reside  in  a 
College  or  Hostel,  or  in  a  house  approved  by  the  University 
authorities,  during  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the  Term. 

The  several  courses  of  instruction  usually  begin  during  the 
second  week  of  October,  at  the  commencement  of  Full  Term.  A 
List  of  Lectures  open  to  all  members  of  the  University  is  issued 
in  June  and  at  the  beginning  of  each  Term  by  the  General  Board 
of  Studies;  it  may  be  obtained  (price  3c?)  from  the  University 
Press. 

5,  6,  7.  In  order  to  give  sufficient  time  for  the  procedure 
herein  prescribed,  it  is  desirable  that  applications  for  admission 
should  reach  the  Registrary,  either  directly  or  through  the  Tutor 
or  Censor,  at  least  a  week  before  the  beginning  of  Term. 

8.  The  conditions  for  admission  as  a  member  of  a  College  or 
Hostel,  or  as  a  Non-collegiate  student,  vary  somewhat  in  the 
different  institutions.  Particulars  as  to  conditions  and  fees  may 
be  learned  on  application  to  one  of  the  Tutors,  or  to  the  Censor, 
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as  the  case  may   be.     The  following  are  generally  required  of 
candidates  for  admission  as  Advanced  Students : 

(1)  A  certificate  as  to  moral  character  from  some  person 
of  recognised  position ; 

(2)  The  Registrary's  notice  that  the  applicant  has  been 
approved  for  admission  as  an  Advanced  Student ; 

(3)  A  statement  as  to  age,  previous  University  course,  etc. 
similar  to  that  required  by  the  Registrary; 

(4)  The  payment  of  an  Entrance  Fee,  and  of  a  deposit  by 
way  of  Caution  Money.  In  the  case  of  a  College  the  Caution 
Money  is  usually  £15,  and  is  returned  when  the  student  ceases  to 
be  a  member  thereof. 

Advanced  Students  wear  an  academical  dress  difterent  from 
that  of  ordinary  undergraduates. 

Matriculation,  or  enrolment  of  the  student's  name  in  the 
books  of  the  University,  takes  place  on  a  prescribed  day  after  the 
end  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  Term.  Each  student  pays  a  fee  of 
£bj  and  subscribes  the  following  declaration:  *'I  promise  to  ob- 
serve the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  the  University  as  far  as 
they  concern  me,  and  to  pay  due  respect  and  obedience  to  the 
Chancellor  and  other  officers  of  the  University." 

Matriculation  may  in  exceptional  cases  take  place  on  other 
than  the  prescribed  days. 

9,  10.  The  Triposes,  or  Honour  Examinations,  are  the 
following : 

1.  The  Mathematical  Tripos,  Parts  I  and  II. 

2.  The  Classical  Tripos,  Parts  I  and  II. 

3.  The  Moral  Sciences  Tripos,  Parts  I  and  II. 

4.  The  Natural  Sciences  Tripos,  Parts  I  and  II. 

5.  The  Theological  Tripos,  Parts  I  and  II. 

6.  The  Law  Tripos,  Parts  I  and  II. 

7.  The  Historical  Tripos. 

8.  The  Oriental  Languages  Tripos. 

9.  The  Medieval  and  Modern  Languages  Tripos. 
10.     The  Mechanical  Sciences  Tripos,  Parts  I  and  11. 
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The  subjects  comprised  in  the  various  Triposes  are  set  forth 
in  the  Cambridge  University  Calendar. 

[The  parts  of  these  Triposes  which  are  to  be  opened  to  Ad- 
vanced Students  have  not  yet  been  determined ;  but  probably  in 
most  cases,  where  the  Tripos  is  divided,  Part  II  at  least 
(including  the  more  advanced  subjects)  will  be  so  opened.] 

A  fee  of  £3  must  be  paid  to  the  Registrary,  through  the 
Tutor  or  Censor,  when  the  Student  is  first  admitted  to  a  Tripos 
Examination. 

11.  In  the  Tripos  List  the  names  of  the  successful  can- 
didates are  either  placed  in  order  of  merit  (Mathematical  Tripos 
Part  T,  and  Law  Tripos  Parts  I  and  II)  or  are  grouped  in 
classes  and  divisions,  each  arranged  in  alphabetical  order.  Ad- 
vanced Students  who  attain  the  prescribed  standard  in  the  parts 
opened  to  them  will  not  be  so  classified,  their  names  appearing  in 
a  separate  alphabetical  list. 

12.  This  Regulation  applies  to  the  case  of  an  Advanced 
Student  who  on  his  admission  to  the  University  is  not  prepared 
to  pursue  a  course  of  research.  By  passing  one  of  the  prescribed 
Examinations  he  may  after  three  Terms  become  qualified  to  enter 
upon  such  a  course. 

13.  Before  admission  to  the  degree  of  B.A.  the  Student 
pays  a  fee  of  £1  to  the  Registrary.  A  Bachelor  of  Ai-ts 
may,  on  the  payment  of  certain  fees  and  without  further 
residence,  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  when 
six  years  have  elapsed  from  the  end  of  his  first  Term  of 
residence,  provided  that  at  least  two  years  have  elapsed  from 
the  date  of  his  "inauguration"  as  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Thus  an  Advanced  Student  admitted  in  October  1896  may 
have  passed  one  of  the  prescribed  Examinations  and  have  kept 
six  Terms  by  June  1898.  He  is  thereupon  admitted  to  the  B.A. 
degree,  and  without  further  residence  or  personal  attendance  is 
"inaugurated"  with  the  other  Bachelors  in  December  1898. 
He  will  then  be  admissible  to  the  M.A.  degree  in  January  1903.

Bachelors  of  Arts  who  have  fulfilled  the  required  conditions  and 
are  resident  out  of  the  United  Kingdom  may  be  admitted  to  the 
M.A.  degree  i?2  absentia  on  payment  of  an  additional  fee  of  £6. 

Masters  of  Arts  of  a  certain  standing,  who  have  fulfilled  the 
conditions  prescribed  in  each  case,  are  admissible  to  higher 
degrees  in  the  University,  such  as  Doctor  of  Letters,  Doctor 
of  Science,  Doctor  of  Medicine,  and  Bachelor  and  Doctor  of 
Divinity. 

14.  An  Advanced  Student  who  proceeds  by  way  of  the  Law 
Tripos  is  admissible  to  either  or  both  of  the  degrees  of  B.A.  and 
LL.B.  He  pays  before  admission  a  fee  of  £7  to  the  Registrary 
for  each  degree.  A  Bachelor  of  Law  of  a  certain  standing,  who 
desires  to  proceed  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Law,  is  required  to 
submit  a  dissertation  composed  by  himself  on  some  branch  of  law 
or  of  the  history  or  philosophy  of  law. 

Masters  of  Law  of  a  certain  standing,  who  have  fulfilled  the 
prescribed  conditions,  are  admissible  to  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Law. 

15,  16.  The  Dissertation,  together  with  any  other  published 
work  which  the  Student  may  desire  to  submit,  is  to  be  sent  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Degree  Committee  concerned  (see  3,  p.  14), 
and  at  the  same  time  a  fee  of  £5  must  be  paid  to  the  Registrary. 
If  the  Dissertation  is  not  approved  on  the  first  occasion,  the  fee 
must  be  paid  again  when  another  Dissertation  is  submitted. 

17.  The  terms  of  this  Regulation  indicate  that  "research" 
is  not  understood  as  referring  only  to  investigations  in  physical 
or  natural  science.  The  Dissertation  may  embody  the  results  of 
research  in  theology,  philosophy,  law,  history,  language,  litera- 
ture, or  other  similar  branch  of  study,  provided  it  is  "of  dis- 
tinction "  and  constitutes  "  an  original  contribution  to  learning." 

18.  For  the  convenience  of  the  Degree  Committee  the  Dis- 
sertation should  be  type-written  or  printed,  and  a  copy  should  be 
kept  for  subsequent  deposit  in  the  University  Library.

Advanced  Students  pay  also  to  the  University,  through 
their  Tutor  or  Censor,  a  tax  of  ten  shillings  a  quarter  during 
residence  until  the  first  degree  is  taken.  This  tax  is  at  the 
end  of  two  years  reduced  to  four  shillings  and  threepence 
a  quarter  in  the  case  of  Bachelors,  and  of  Students  who 
having  obtained  the  Certificate  of  Research  have  ceased  to 
reside  in  the  University,  but  continue  to  be  members  of  it. 


A  fee  of  from  one  to  three  guineas  a  Terra  is  charged  for  each 
course  of  practical  instruction  or  of  lectures  requiring  experi- 
mental illustration.  Many  of  the  Professors'  lectures  may  be 
attended  without  the  payment  of  a  fee.  In  the  case  of  College 
lectures  the  fee  usually  paid  by  students  not  members  of  the 
College  is  one  guinea  a  Term. 

Members  of  Colleges  have  also  to  pay  fees  for  tuition,  board, 
rooms,  service,  etc.,  the  amount  of  whicih  varies  in  the  different 
institutions.  Non-collegiate  Students  pay  smaller  fees,  and  gene- 
rally make  their  own  arrangements  as  to  board  and  lodging. 
Particulars  may  be  learned  on  application  to  the  Tutors  or 
Censor. 
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FACILITIES    FOR    ADVANCED    STUDY   AND 
RESEARCH. 

LIBRARIES. 

The  University  Library  contains  over  half-a-million  volumes, 
including  many  early-printed  books  and  over  6000  manuscripts. 

It  is  entitled  under  the  Copyright  Acts  to  a  copy  of  eveiy 
book  published  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Advanced  Students  who  are  duly  recommended  by  their  Tutor 
or  Censor  are  accorded  special  privileges  as  to  working  in  the 
University  Library  and  borrowing  books  therefrom.  Members  of 
the  University  in  academical  dress  are  permitted  to  consult  the 
books  on  the  shelves  and  to  select  those  they  desire  to  borrow.

The  Philosophical  Library  at  the  New  Museums  contains  a 
large  and  increasing  collection  of  scientific  books  of  reference  and 
serial  publications.  It  is  well  provided  with  sets  of  the  Proceed- 
ings, Transactions,  etc.,  of  British  and  Foreign  learned  societies. 
Students  have  free  access  to  the  Library  on  the  recommendation 
of  a  Fellow  of  the  Cambridge  Philosophical  Society. 

A  complete  set  of  anthropometrical  instruments  is  deposited 
in  the  Library  under  the  charge  of  the  Librarian,  and  may  be 
used  by  students  under  his  direction. 

Each  of  the  seventeen  Colleges  possesses  its  own  Library, 
which  in  some  cases  is  very  comprehensive.  A  number  of  the 
College  Libraries  contain  collections  of  rare  and  valuable  manu- 
scripts bearing  on  various  branches  of  study. 

Special  libraries  of  reference  are  moreover  attached  to  many 
of  the  departments.  Thus  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum  contains  a 
fine  collection  of  books,  manuscripts,  and  engravings,  illustrative 
of  art,  archaeology,  and  music.    The  Museum  of  Archaeology  has 


a  library  of  works  on  this  subject.  The  Selwyn  Divinity  School 
possesses  a  Theological  Library ;  and  there  are  similar  collections 
relating  to  Oriental  Languages  (at  Christ's  College),  History  (at 
King's  College),  Law  (at  the  University  Library),  Political 
Economy  (at  the  Philosophical  Library),  Modern  Languages  (at 
the  Old  Perse  School),  and  to  the  various  branches  of  Natural 
Science  at  the  respective  Laboratories  and  at  the  Observatory. 

MUSEUMS,    LABORATORIES,    &c. 
ART   AND   ARCHAEOLOGY. 

The  FiTZ WILLIAM  Museum  contains  a  fine  collection  of  paint- 
ings, engravings,  illuminated  manuscripts,  coins,  Greek,  Roman, 
and  Egyptian  antiquities,  and  music. 

The  Museum  of  Classical  Archaeology  is  a  department  of 
the  Fitzwilliam  Museum,  though  it  is  lodged  in  a  separate  build- 
ing. It  contains  a  very  fine  collection  of  casts  illustrating  the 
history  of  Greek  and  Roman  art  from  the  Archaic  Period  onwards.

The  Museum  of  General  and  Local  Archaeology  and  of 
Ethnology  includes  the  collection  of  British  antiquities  formed  by 
the  Cambridge  Antiquarian  Society,  together  with  highly  important 
additions.  The  Museum  contains  also  the  valuable  ethnological 
collections  made  by  Sir  Arthur  H.  Gordon  (now  Lord  Stanmore) 
in  Fiji,  by  Mr  A.  P.  Maudslay  in  Central  America,  by  Baron  A. 
von  Hiigel  in  the  South  Sea  Islands,  by  Colonel  H.  W.  Feilden 
in  the  West  Indies,  and  by  Sir  Peter  Scratchley  in  New  Guinea.

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ASTRONOMY. 

The  Observatory  is  placed  on  a  slight  eminence  about  a  mile 
from  the  town,  and  is  well  equipped  with  astronomical  appliances. 
The  instruments  include  a  very  fine  Transit  Circle  by  Simms,  of 
eight  inches  aperture;  a  Mural  Circle  by  Troughton  and  Simms, 
of  eight  feet  diameter;  the  Northumberland  Equatoreal  by  Cau- 
choix,  of  twelve  inches  aperture  and  twenty  feet  focal  length ; 
and  the  Newall  Telescope  by  Cooke  and  Sons,  of  twenty-five 
inches  aperture  and  nearly  thirty  feet  focal  length ;  together  with 
many  smaller  instruments  and  astronomical  clocks.

GEOLOGY. 

The  WooDWARDiAN  Museum  of  Geology  adjoins  the  Univer- 
sity Library.  It  contains  very  large  and  important  collections, 
including  a  very  complete  palaeontological  series,  arranged  in 
stratigraphical  succession,  beginning  with  the  Cambrian  fossils ; 
but  only  a  fraction  of  the  collection  of  fossils  is  displayed  in  cases 
owing  to  lack  of  room.  Among  the  special  features  of  the 
Museum  are  Dr  Woodward's  original  collections,  bequeathed  to 
the  University  in  1729;  a  large  number  of  type-fossils  on  which 
species  have  been  founded ;  a  fine  assemblage  of  British  creta- 
ceous fossils,  particularly  those  from  the  Cambridge  greensand,  a 
series  of  specimens  illustrating  the  lithological  characters  of  the 
British  sedimentary  rocks,  and  general  petrological  collections. 
There  are  also  groups  of  specimens  for  the  special  use  of  students, 
including  sets  of  fossils  arranged  in  zoological  order  for  comparison 
with  recent  forms,  others  illustrating  the  characteristics  of  the 
various  stratigraphical  horizons,  the  principal  rock-forming  mine- 
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rals,  the  chief  types  of  rocks,  and  microscopic  sections.  There  is 
also  a  Library  of  geological  books,  and  two  lecture-rooms  are  con- 
nected with  the  Museum.  Steps  are  being  taken  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  and  larger  museum  on  a  different  site,  to  serve  as  a 
memorial  for  Professor  Adam  Sedgwick;  in  this  the  extensive 
collections  will  be  adequately  displayed,  and  more  accommodation 
will  be  provided  for  study  and  research.

Physics,  and  Chemistry,  together  with  numerous  lecture-rooms, 
the  Philosophical  Library,  work-shops,  etc. 

ZOOLOGY  AND  COMPARATIVE  ANATOMY. 

The  Department  op  Zoology  includes  the  Museum  of  Zoology, 
and  the  Laboratories  for  Animal  Morphology  and  Elementary  Bio- 
logy. The  Museum  contains  important  collections  illustrating  the 
morphology  of  Vertebrates  and  Invertebrates,  and  in  particular 
the  osteology  of  mammals.  The  collection  of  skins  of  birds  is  large 
and  valuable.  Among  the  fishes  in  spirit  are  those  collected  by 
Charles  Darwin  during  the  voyage  of  the  Beagle.  Other  note- 
worthy features  are  the  series  of  foraminifera  presented  by  the 
late  H.  B.  Brady,  F.R.S.,  and  the  collections  of  shells  formed  by 
Mr  S.  P.  Woodward,  Mr  R.  McAndrew,  and  Miss  Jane  Saul.  The 
Morphological  Laboratory  possesses  a  number  of  rooms  fitted  up 
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with  all  the  appliances  necessary  for  practical  work,  the  largest 
accommodating  100  students  at  once.  In  connexion  with  it  is 
the  Balfour  Library,  containing  an  exceptionally  valuable  collec- 
tion of  zoological  books  and  periodicals.

The  Department  of  Botany  contains  a  comprehensive  Her- 
barium and  a  Museum  of  specimens  illustrating  the  morphology 
and  life-history  of  plants.  There  are  also  Laboratories  and  class- 
rooms fitted  up  for  experimental  work,  and  a  considerable  Library 
of  botanical  books.  The  Botanic  Garden  contains  a  large  and 
varied  collection  of  British  and  exotic  species,  with  numerous 
efficient  plant-houses,  and  a  botanical  laboratory.

HUMAN  ANATOMY. 

The  Department  op  Human  Anatomy  includes  the  Dissecting- 
room,  which  is  lighted  with  electricity,  and  accommodates  250 
students ;  the  Anatomical  Museum,  containing  an  extensive 
series  of  dissections  and  osteological  preparations,  and  a  remark- 
ably comprehensive  and  varied  collection  of  human  crania  num- 
bering over  2300  specimens;  the  Bone-room,  suitably  fitted  up 
for  the  study  of  osteology  ;  and  a  number  of  rooms  for  special 
study  and  research  in  anatomy,  histology,  and  physical  an- 
thropology.

PHYSIOLOGY. 

The  Department  op  Physiology  possesses  a  large  number  of 
rooms  fitted  up  as  Laboratories  for  class-teaching,  elementary  and 
advanced,  and  for  research ;  the  rooms  are  provided  with  electric 
light  and  with  motive  power.  The  appliances  for  practical  work 
are  unusually  abundant  and  complete.  Special  rooms  are  set 
apart  for  histology,  chemical  physiology,  and  experimental  enqui- 
ries of  various  kinds,  including  psychophysical  researches.  There 
is  also  a  Library  of  physiological  books  and  periodicals.  The 
largest  Laboratory  accommodates  nearly  200  students  at  once.

PATHOLOGY. 

The  Department  op  Pathology  is  well  equipped  for  the 
study  of  the  processes  and  results  of  disease,  and  for  bacteriologi- 
cal teaching  and  investigation.  It  includes  a  lecture-theatre, 
demonstration-rooms,  experimental  and  chemical  laboratories, 
and  private  rooms  for  special  researches.  There  is  also  an  incu- 
bating-room  kept  automatically  at  a  constant  temperature  for 
the  culture  of  bacteria,  and  a  room  for  the  observation  of  inocu- 
lated animals.  The  Library  contains  the  principal  books  and 
periodicals  dealing  with  pathology  and  bacteriology.  The  Museum 
attached  to  the  Department  of  Medicine  adjoins  the  lecture- 
theatre,  and  contains  a  fine  collection  of  specimens  illustrative  of 
morbid  anatomy.

MEDICINE   AND   SURGERY. 

The  Department  of  Medicine  is  accommodated  in  the  Old 
Anatomical  School,  and  contains  a  lecture- theatre,  rooms  for  the 
Professors  and  Lecturers  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  Midwifery,  and 
Medical  Jurisprudence,  together  with  the  Museum.  The  latter 
contains  a  valuable  collection  of  pathological  specimens  and  casts 
illustrating  the  various  effects  of  disease.  The  surgical  portion  is 
of  special  importance,  and  includes  a  large  number  of  interesting 
preparations  presented  by  Sir  George  M.  Humphr}^  The  Phar- 
macological Museum  and  Laboratory  are  for  the  present 
lodged   in    Downing  College,  a  short   distance   away.      It   pos- 
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sesses  a  complete  collection  of  the  Official  Materia  Medica,  and 
ample  appliances  for  experimental  and  chemical  research  on  the 
nature  and  uses  of  medicinal  substances.

The  stafif  are  all 
members  of  the  University,  and  give  clinical  instruction  daily  in  the 
several  branches  of  medicine  and  surgery.  Lectures  are  also  given  by 
the  Professors  of  Physic  and  Surgery.

ENGINEERING. 

The  Department  of  Mechanism  occupies  a  large  building 
specially  erected  and  adapted  for  its  use.  The  Engineering 
Laboratory  is  completely  furnished  with  the  apparatus  and 
appliances  required  for  teaching  and  research  in  the  science  of 
engineering,  mechanical  and  electrical.  It  contains  steam,  gas, 
oil,  and  air  engines,  dynamos,  and  testing  machines,  together 
with  a  museum  of  mechanical  models,  and  rooms  set  apart  for 
drawing,  and  for  electrical,  magnetic,  and  other  experimental 
researches.  The  Workshops  are  equipped  with  numerous  machine- 
tools  and  lathes,  and  afford  ample  facilities  for  the  practical  teach- 
ing of  mechanical  design  and  construction.

PHYSICS. 

The  Department  op  Experimental  Physics  is  housed  in  the 
Cavendish  Laboratory,  presented  to  the  University  by  its  late 
Chancellor,  the  Duke  of  Devonshire.  This  is  a  well-arranged 
building,  which  has  recently  been  considerably  enlarged  and  now 
affords   every    facility   for   teaching   and    research.     It  includes 
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workshops  fitted  with  all  necessary  appliances,  two  lecture- 
theatres,  an  apparatus-room  or  museum  containing  apparatus  not 
in  actual  use  and  an  interesting  historical  collection  of  physical 
instruments,  laboratories  for  elementary  and  advanced  instruction, 
reading-room  and  library,  photographic  and  optical  rooms,  and  a 
number  of  rooms  for  special  investigations.  Many  researches  of 
historical  importance  have  been  carried  out  in  this  Laboratory, 
which  is  associated  with  the  names  of  its  late  Directors,  Professor 
Clerk  Maxwell  and  Professor  Lord  Rayleigh.

CHEMISTRY. 

The  Department  of  Chemistry.  The  Chemical  Laboratory 
is  a  large  well-lighted  building  containing  a  number  of  rooms 
adapted  for  the  several  branches  of  chemical  work.  The  labora- 
tories for  elementary  instruction  are  below,  the  largest  intended 
for  qualitative  analysis  having  working  benches  for  84  students ; 
the  smaller  for  quantitative  work  has  a  balance-room  adjoining  it. 
In  addition  to  the  usual  appliances,  the  working-places  are  pro- 
vided with  exhaust-pipes  for  rapid  filtering,  distilled-water  supply, 
electric  leads,  and  hot-closets  supplied  with  steam.  Three  lecture- 
theatres,  with  preparation-rooms  adjoining,  are  on  the  same  floor. 
Above  are  laboratories  for  advanced  work  and  another  lecture- 
theatre,  and  rooms  for  special  researches  and  for  organic  analy- 
sis. Below  are  the  machinery  rooms,  containing  two  steam- 
engines,  air-pumps,  dynamo,  hydraulic  press,  lathes,  etc.,  and 
electric  accumulators,  together  with  rooms  for  gas-analysis,  metal- 
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lurgical  processes,  and  operations  involving  risk  from  fire. 
Under  the  roof  is  a  large  room  fitted  with  a  fine  spectrometer 
for  spectrum  analysis.

SCHOLARSHIPS   AND   STUDENTSHIPS. 

In  addition  to  a  number  of  University  Scholarships  and 
Prizes  awarded  by  means  of  various  competitive  examinations 
to  undergraduates  or  graduates  for  Theology,  Classics,  Mathe- 
matics, Law,  History,  Philosophy,  Literature,  Natural  Science, 
etc.,  particulars  of  which  are  given  in  the  Cambridge  University 
Calendar,  there  are  certain  Studentships  or  Scholarships  specially 
designed  for  the  encouragement  of  advanced  study  and  research. 
Among  these  are  the  following  : 

Six  Tyrwhitt  Scholarships  for  Hebrew  of  £30  or  .£20  for 
three  years.  Candidates  must  be  Bachelors  of  Arts,  or  Students 
of  Law  or  Medicine  of  over  four  years'  standing.  There  is  a 
special  examination. 

Three  Crosse  Scholarships  for  Theological  Study  of  about 
■£20  a  year  for  three  years.  Candidates  must  be  Bachelors  of 
Arts.     There  is  a  special  examination. 

Eight  Whewell  Scholarships  lov  International  Law  of  £100 
or  £50  a  year  for  four  years  during  residence.  Candidates  must 
be  under  the  age  of  25.     There  is  a  special  examination. 

Three  Lightfoot  Scholarships  for  General  and  Ecclesiastical 
History  of  about  £60  for  three  years.  Candidates  must  be  resi- 
dent undergraduates  of  at  least  a  year's  standing  or  have  taken 
their  first  degree  in  the  University.  There  is  a  special  exami- 
nation. 
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The  Balfour  Studentship  for  Ayiimal  Morphology  of  £200 
a  year  for  three  or  more  years.  Candidates  need  not  be  members 
of  the  University.  The  student  must  devote  himself  to  biological 
research,  and  as  a  rule  pursue  his  studies  within  the  University 
for  at  least  three  Terras.  There  is  no  competitive  examination. 
Grants  in  furtherance  of  morphological  research  are  made  from 
the  Reserve  Fund. 

The  Craven  Studentship  for  Classical  Study  or  Research  of 
.£200  for  one  to  three  years.  Candidates  must  be  graduates  of 
the  University  of  not  more  than  five  years'  standing  from  their 
first  degree.  There  is  no  competitive  examination.  Grants  are 
from  time  to  time  made  from  the  Craven  Fund  for  the  furtherance 
of  research  in  the  languages,  literature,  history,  archaeology,  and 
art  of  ancient  Greece  and  Rome,  and  the  comparative  philology  of 
the  Indo-European  languages. 

The  Harkness  Scholarship  for  Geology  and  Palaeontology  of 
about  £100  for  one  year.  Candidates  must  be  members  of  the 
University  who  have  passed  some  final  examination  for  the  B.A. 
degree  not  more  than  three  years  previously,  dating  from  Decem- 
ber 19  next  following  the  examination. 

The  John  Lucas  Walker  Studentship  for  Pathology  of 
£200  to  £300  a  year  for  from  three  to  five  years.  Candidates 
need  not  be  members  of  the  University.  The  student  must  devote 
himself  to  original  research  in  Pathology,  but  must  as  a  rule  pursue 
his  studies  within  the  University  for  at  least  three  Terms.  There 
is  no  competitive  examination.  Smaller  Studentships,  Exhi- 
bitions, and  Grants  may  be  awarded  if  the  Resei've  Fund  permits. 

The  Prendergast  Studentship  for  Greek  Study  and  Research 
of  £200  for  one  year.  Candidates  must  be  members  of  the  Uni- 
versity who  have  passed  some  final  examination  for  the  B.A. 
degree  not  more  than  four  years  previously,  dating  from  Decem- 
ber 19  next  following  the  examination.  There  is  no  competitive 
examination.  Grants  may  be  made  from  the  Reserve  Fund  in 
furtherance  of  Greek  Study  or  Research.

The  Clerk  Maxwell  Scholarship  for  Experimental  Physics 
of  about  .£180  a  year  for  three  years.  Candidates  must  be  mem- 
bers of  the  University  who  have  been  students  for  one  Term  or 
more  at  the  Cavendish  Laboratory.  The  scholar  must  in  general 
devote  himself  to  original  research  within  the  University  in  some 
branch  of  Experimental  Physics. 

Three  Isaac  Newton  Studentships  for  Astronomy  and  Physical 
Optics  of  .£200  a  year  for  three  years.  Candidates  must  be 
Bachelors  of  Arts  of  the  University  and  under  the  age  of  25. 
There  is  no  competitive  examination.  The  student  must  in 
general  pursue  his  course  of  study  or  research  in  Cambridge. 
Additional  Studentships  and  Grants  for  apparatus  may  be  awarded 
if  the  Reserve  Fund  permits. 

From  the  Worts  Fund  the  University  is  empowered  to  make 
grants  from  time  to  time  for  the  promotion  of  antiquarian, 
economic,  or  scientific  investigations  in  foreign  countries.  Appli- 
cants for  such  grants  must  in  general  be  recommended  by  one 
of  the  Special  Boards  of  Studies,  and  are  required  to  present 
reports  on  their  investigations  for  publication  to  the  University. 
Annual  payments  from  the  Fund  are  made  to  the  Zoological 
Station  at  Naples,  and  to  the  British  School  of  Archaeology  at 
Athens,  in  consideration  of  which  facilities  for  research  in 
these  institutions  are  afforded  to  Cambridge  students. 

From  the  Hort  Memorial  Fund,  founded  in  honour  of  the 
late  Professor  Hort,  grants  are  made  by  the  Managers  for  the 
promotion  of  Biblical,  Hellenistic,  and  Patristic  Study  and 
Research. 


Several  of  the  Colleges  also  award  Studentships  for  advanced 
study  or  research,  usually  to  senior  or  graduate  students  of  their 
own  body.     The  most  important  of  these  are — 

At  Gonville  and  Caius  College  :  the  Shuttleworth  Scholar- 
ships (j657  10s  for  three  years)  for  Botany  and  Comparative 
Anatomy,  and  the  Frank  Smart  Studentship  for  Botany  (£100 
for  two  or  three  years). 
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At  Trinity  Hall:  three  Law  Studentships  (£50  for  three 
years)  for  Legal  Study. 

At  St  John's  College :  three  Naden  Studentships  (about  £70 
for  three  years)  for  Divinity,  four  or  more  MacMahon  Student- 
ships (£150  for  four  years)  for  Law,  and  two  Hutchinson  Stu- 
dentships (£50  for  two  years)  for  Physical  or  Natural  Science, 
or  Semitic  or  Indian  Languages. 

At  Trinity  College :  the  Coutts  Trotter  Studentship  (£250 
for  two  years)  for  Natural  Science,  more  especially  Physiology 
and  Experimental  Physics,  and  the  Earl  of  Derby  Studentship 
(about  £60  for  one  or  two  years)  for  Historical  Study  and 
Research. 

Particulars  as  to  the  conditions  of  tenure,  etc.,  may  be  learned 
on  application  to  the  Tutors  of  the  several  Colleges.

The  following  changes   have   been   made  in   the   Kegulations   for 
Advanced  Students  since  July  1896. 

page  6.  The  words  "  of  Persons  who  are  not  already  Members 
OP  THE  University"  have  been  struck  out. 

The  effect  of  this  change  is  that  persons  who  are  already  Members 
of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  and  who  otherwise  fulfil  the  conditions 
prescribed  by  the  Eegulations,  may  now  make  application  for  admission 
as  Advanced  Students. 

page  8  (and  page  16).  The  Parts  of  the  several  Tripos  Examinations 
open  to  Advanced  Students,  and  the  standards  to  be  attained 
f.Viprpin.  bfl,vpi  now  been  defined  as  follows.

page  9.     The  following  has  been  added  to  Regulation  1 1  : 

An  Advanced  Student  who  has  failed  to  satisfy  the  Examiners  that 
he  has  attained  the  required  standard  in  the  Examination  shall  not 
again  become  a  candidate  for  the  same  Examination  except  with  the 
special  permission  of  the  Degree  Committee  of  a  Special  Board  with 
which  his  course  of  Advanced  Study  is  connected.  If  such  permission 
be  granted  such  student  may  again  become  a  candidate  for  the 
Examination  notwithstanding  any  provision  to  the  contrary  in  the 
existing  Ordinances  referring  to  the  admission  of  candidates  to  Tripos 
Examinations.
